SOMEWHERE ON THE GER­

logne’s war industries were at a 
standstill today as thousands of 
factory workers and other civil­ 
ians 
worked 
to remove 
debris 
choking the bomb-wracked city. 
Not a worker has gone back to 
his machine, refugees from Co­ 
logne revealed. 
Thousands of residents whose 
homes w-ere destroyed in Satur­ 
day night’s devastating raid by 
more than 1,150 RAF bombers are 
being 
evacuated 
to 
towns 
in 
southern Germany, refugees de­ 
clared. 
The military and police were re­ 
ported to have their hands full 
checking looters who have taken 
advantage of the confusion and 
disruption of normal life by the 
havoc wrought by the bomba. Ad­ 
mission that looting was wide­ 
spread was contained in an an­ 
nouncement in the Koelnishe Zei- 
tung that troops had been called 
out to quell the marauders. 
“Virtually everyone in Cologne 
has been involved in the commem 
suffering,” 
the 
newspaper 
de­ 
clared. 
‘ Much time will be re­ 
quired to recover from the ef­ 
fects of the devastation.” 
Steps have been taken to elimi­ 
nate the criminal elements which 
have taken advantage of the sit­ 
uation, the newspaper declared.

June 5 — The 
House today began consideration 
of a Senate-approved bill provid- I 
ing cash aid to families of soldiers 
and sailors and clearing the way 
for conscription of married men 
if they are needed by the armed 
forces.

In fi­ 
nal form it carried an amendment 
by the m ilitary affairs committee 
stripping 
Federal 
Security 
Ad­ 
m inistrator Paul V. McNutt of 
power to pay unlimited additional 
sums to some families. ‘ 
The 
total 
allotm ent 
to 
each 
family or dependent will be made 
up of a government payment and 
a deduction from the pay of the 
Army, 
Navy, 
Marine or Coast 
Guard member. 
Dependent^ themselves are di­ 
vided into A and B classifications. 
The A group includes wives, chil­ 
dren and form er wives who have 
not rem arried and are entitled to 
alimony. 
The B group includes 
parents, grandparents, grandchil­ 
dren, brothers and sisters. 
Payments to class A depend­ 
ents are compulsory while allot­ 
ments for class B dependents are 
optional. 
Allotments Listed 
Under class A, the measure pro­ 
vides a monthly allotment of $50 
to wives of service men. with $22 
of the total taken out of the hus­ 
band’s pay and $28 supplied by 
the government.

Medical Progress in 
The. Study of Mumps 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
MUMPS IS A disease of late 
w inter and early spring. It is also 
a disease of childhood, 88 per cent 
of cases involving children less 
tnan 13 years of age. One attack

usually affords perm anent immun­ 
ity, but every general practitioner 
can cite cases of second and even 
third attacks. 
N inf-tentha of city residents 
•bove the age of 16 have had 
mumps, whereas in scattered farm 
communities, remote from the city, 
only about SO per cent of the en- 
tire population have had mumps. 
In some regions only one young 
adult out of IO has had it. This 
explains why pupil nurses and mil­ 
itary recruits are apt to come 
down with the disease within the 
first three months of their train ­ 
ing. Thus mumps becomes a mili­ 
tary problem and concerns us in 
th a t respect. 
Recent research has confirmed 
the finding o ' Johnson and Good­ 
pasture in 1934 th a t mumps is s 
virus disease. The virus exists in 
the saliva during the first 48 hours 
of the disease and can be tran s­ 
ferred to monkeys. 
It has also 
been transferred to humans when 
experim ental volunteers allowed 
the virus to be sprayed into their 
mouths. 
These studies in the considera­ 
tion of mump*, however, have not 
advanced us in discovering a meth­ 
od of treatm ent nor has it really 
helped very much in prevention, 
although prevention of mumps by 
the use of convalescent serum 
after exposure is of established 
value. 
The 
protection 
afforded 
lasts only about 14 days and is 
therefore of value in preventing 
Kn epidemic but is of little value 
once an epidemic is under way. 
Mumps 
affects 
the 
salivary 
glands, and the swelling of the 


face is due to inflammation of the 
parotid and sub-m axillary glands. 
Un the whole it is a mild disease 
I in spite of some complications 
which are troublesome, but its im­ 
portance it derived not from its 
severity but from the am ount of 
disability th at it causes. 
In World W ar I mumps stood 
third among the diseases in time 
lost in the hospital, ranking next 
to venereal disease and influenza. 
Undoubtedly with the surge of re­ 
search work on the virus diseases 
that is going on now, methods of 
prevention and cure are likely to 
he found which will rr*an an in­ 
crease in the efficiency of the Army 
personnel. 
One of the reasons why mumps 
caules so much time to be lost is on 
accourt of the long incubation 
period and the long period of quar­ 
antine which the medical corps of 
the Army and Navy insist upon. 
The incubation period—the time 
between exposure to the disease 
and the time when the symptoms 
appear— is usually a t least two 
weeks. The quarantine period — 
the tim e during which an individ­ 
ual is capable of spreading the di­ 
sease even after the symptoms 
have subsided—is from six week* 
to two months. This quarantine 
period is not usually insisted upon 
in civil life. hut it always was in 
my day in Army hospitals and 
m eant, of course, a tremendous 
loss of time.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Questions, deal- 
inK cmefly with what commodities 
are covered by the General Maxi­ 
mum Price Regulation are being 
answered by the OPA. Most of the 
questions were gathered from let­ 
ters ard telegrams from business 
men, who have asked interpreta­ 
tions of the regulations effect on 
their particular lines. In connection 
with the questions and answers, it 
was pointed out that commodities 
sold at retail came under price ceil­ 
ings 
May 
18, 
and 
that 
services 
sn id at retail will be subject to the 
regulation, July I. 


POSTING OF PRICES 
Q An ice dealer sella direct to 
consumers, both from his plant 
and from delivery trucks. M ust 
he post his ceiling prices both at 
his plant and on his trucks? 
A. Yes. 
Q. How should ceiling prices be 
m arked or posted where cost-of- 
living commodities, such as ice, 
milk, bread or groceries, are being 
sold at retail from vehicles? 
A. The ceiling prices should be 
posted on the side of the vehicle 
nearest the sidewalk, in such m an­ 
ner as to be clearly visible to the 
passing public. If the price lists 
are handed out to customers, the 
ceiling prices should be stam ped 
or printed on the lists. 


agricultural commodity, 
it does 
not fall within the term s of the 
exception. Its price ceilings m ust 
be fixed in the same m anner as 
! other commodities covered. 
Q. Is rental of delivery trucks 
covered by the General Maximum 
Price Regulation? 
A. The leasing of used trucks is 
not covered by the regulation. If 
j the business m an making use of 
' the leased trucks supplies the driv­ 
er, he is renting the trucks, and 
; the regulation does not apply. But 
if the business man does not con­ 
trol operation of the trucks, then 
he is not renting trucks, but pur­ 
chasing delivery service, which is 
covered by the regulation.
